M s Please amend the subject application as follows: 

In the claims; 

Please cancel claims 2-13 without prejudice to applicants' 
right to pursue the subject matter of these claims in a 
future continuation or divisional application. 

Please amend claims 6, 19, 26, and 2 7 as follows: 

--6. (Amended) A composition which comprises a hydrophilic 
matrix comprising the composition of matter of claim 1 
and a photosensitizer encapsulated within the matrix.-- 
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--19. (Amended) A composition which comprises a hydrophilic 
matrix comprising: 

i) the compound of claim 14 encapsulated within the 
matrix, and 

ii) a composition of matter comprising two p- 
cyclodextrin molecules and a cleavable linker 
joining each such p-cyclodextrin, wherein the 
cleavable linker comprises a carbon-carbon double 
bond substituted on one or both ends by an electron 
rich atom, and the cleavable linker is cleavable by 
singlet oxygen . - - 

--26. (Amended) The composition of claim 19, wherein the 
cleavable linker is cleavable upon exposure to light 
of a wavelength appropriate for absorption by the 
photosensitizer . -- 

--27. (Amended) The composition of claim 19, wherein the 
photosensitizer is released when the cleavable linker 
is cleaved . - -

Claims 1-32 were pending in the subject application. By this 
Amendment applicants have canceled claims 2-13 without 
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prejudice or disclaimer, and amended claims 6, 19, 26, and

Applicants maintain that the amendments to claims 6, 19, 26, 
and 27, which consist of removing multiple claim 
dependencies, do not raise any issue of new matter.
